GIVE FARMER BOYS CHANCE 

Sorretary Haker has a plan to 
permit farmer boys in the army to 
return to their homes at periodical 
interval- to assist in crop production. 
H« outlined it to n delegation of 
Ntw York farmers, who protested 
apuinst conditions created by the 
scarcity of labor. 

Headed by 1.. «'. .Stiver, the farm 
ers representing the New York Fed 
eration of Farm Hureaus, explained 
in detail the difficulties which eon- 
front the farmers. They did not ask 
for exemption of farm laborers, hut 
suggested that it would be necessary 
either to exempt farm labor or con- 
script it. It was |H)inted out that the 
crop of 1917 was short lartrely be- 
cause of inability to secure sufficient 
labor. This, the farmers admitted, 
was due somewhat to the migration 
of farm laborers to industrial cen- 
ters, but the taking of men from the 
farms into the army, it was etnlain- 
od, had made the situatim WOfse, 
anil If the crop of I01S is to be at Its 
maximum some relief must be given. 

The Secretary toid the farmers he 
was .study-inn a plan to grant fur- 
loughs in the spring and the fall to 
boys from the farms whose training 
had been sufficiently advanced, on 
the condition that they would return 
to their homes. A < ompulsory leave 
from the army in order to assist with 
the farm work, however, is no part of 
the plan.

AIR RAIDS TOLD A ROUT 

Thr following letter was written 
by Joe Mackley, who has been in 
London for some time, to his mothrr, 
Mr- J. T. Mackley, of this rounty. 
He very interestingly tells of the air 
• aid* he has witnessed, and which 
have prpoven very disastrous to his 
adopted home across the sea: 

51 Coram Street. Russell Square, 
lx>ndon, W. C. I. Dec. fith. 

Dear Mama: -After about five 
weeks' freedom from aeroplane at 
tacks, they came again thin morn- 
ing during the darkness. The moon 
was shining brightly, although it had 
waned to about one-third full moon. 
There were in all about 25 aero- 
planes. They attempted to get over 
i London from four different direc- 
tions, but only six succeeded in get- 
ting over London. Two of these 
| were brought down by gun fire and 
the crews taken alive. There were 
three men in each aeroplane, all 
German*. Although they had killed 
three people in London by dropping 
bombs, the captured crew-: were ac- 
corded all of the rights of prisoners 
> of war and given a good breakfast of 
I bacon and eggs, which they r.o doubt 
I looked upon as luxuries. According 
to the official reports !h.' aeroplanes 
attacked the cut ens*, ju 1:30 A. 
M., but were driven off. We received 
M warning of this in London, but 
slept through it. Another attack was 
made- at :t A. M., on the river 
Thames, about half wav between 
London and the coast, They were 
driven off by the guns. While no 
warning was inven In my neighbor- 
hood, we could hear it in distant parts 
of the city and the people running in 
the street soon convinced me that 
something was pendinir. I rose and 
dressed, put on my overcoat and 
went out. I passed the Red Cross 
ambulance station nearby and just 
then two large Red Cross ambulances 
drove up as they always do during 
a raid. However, some policeman 
CUM up and said that they had been 
driven off and told all to go home. 
On my way back I passed the rail- 
way station, where about 1,000 peo- 
ple had collected In the street. The 
police told the crowd to go home that 
there was no warning. At this the 
people all went away. As soon as 1 
returned to the hotel at 3:30 A. M., 1 
again went to bed. When I had just 
about decided to go to sleep again I 
heard some one use a door knocker 
across the street. Brass door knock- 
ers always look so clumsy, but this 
one made almost as much noise as a 
small bomb. Arose and looking out 
of my window, beard a man tell his 
friend, whom he had aroused by his 
knocking, that there was another 
warning. The warning had not reach- 
ed our neighborhood, but we could 
hear the faint sounds of a warning 
being given in other parts of the 
city. In about five minutes the real 
warning came which consisted of au- 
tomobile hooters, police on bicycles, 
blowing shrill whistles and shooting 
take cover. I then dressed and after 
waking four people in the hotel, some 
of whom had not heard the warning." 
I went into the street. I could hear 
the guns roaring in the distance and 
knew then that the attack was in 
earnest. It was then B A. M. While 
I do not like to go down in the un- 
derground railway tube because I 
'•an not hear the guns so well, 1 saw 
many people going down and went in 
for a little while. While passing down 
the spiral stairway which leads more 
than hundred feet below the ground. 
I saw all kinds of people, old men, 
women and children and many worri- 
ed carrying babies in their arms. The 
special constables had lined up the 
people along the corridors deep down 
In the ground and it was interesting 
to see what people in their haste 
had brought along with them. Many ; 
were carrying small dogs. I saw two 
little girls carrying large dolls. How j 
the bombs could have hurt the dolls. 
I do not know. Many brought food 
•nd drink. While the underground 
railway la well ventilated and per- 
fectly safe place during an air raid, I 
•i I ways prefer going somewhere else. • 
So I went out about 5:30 A. It., I 
and found that the guns were still 
going with a greater violence and I 
could see some lires which Incondi- 
ary bombs had started. I took thai- 
ter under some buildings and listen- 
ed to the waxing and waning of the 
gun tire which indicated thai they 
were very near the neighborhood or 

were far away. Many people stood 
out in the street even when the 

aeroplanei wen- very clone and drop- 
ping bombs. During the quiet inter-

Some months ago when there was 
a number of moonlicht raids in suc- 
cession, 1 went to within 500 feet of 
a buttery of guns located in a large 
open space. The moon was full and 

iust after derh about 7:30 P. M., I 
heard the faint noise of the guns in 
the distance, they grew louder and 
louder until after some minutes the 
"uns where 1 was began. Each shot 
illuminated the landscape as li^ht as 
day. I took refuse under the over- 
hsnging limb of a large oak tree. 
While I was there the guns near me 
lired about 80 rounds. What annoy- 
ed me most was the fact that the 
guns made so much noise that I 
could not tell whether bombs were 
dropping near me. One shell drop- 
ped within 300 feet, but did not ex- 
plode. Under the same oak tree there 
was a soldier and hia sweetheart. 
My presence did not seem to
